GUL. JOHN |. MARTIN 
DIES AT AGE OF 7? 


Former Sergeant-at-Arms of Na- 
tional Democratic Conventions 
Succumbs to Apoplexy. 


Col. John I. Martin, for 50 years 
an interesting character in Missouri 
and national Democratic politics, 
having served as sergeant-at-arms 
of six Democratic national conven- 
tions, died of apoplexy at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in his law office 
at 1411 Market street. He was a na- 
tive of St. Louis and was 77 years 
old. 

The funeral will be from an under- 
taker’s chapel, 3710 North Grand 
boulevard, at 2 p. m. Monday, with 
interment in Bellefontaine. 

Martin began his political career 
as a membes of the Missouri Legis- 
lature, being elected from a St. 
‘Louts district in 1871. He twice was 
re-elected and in 1875 was speaker 
of the House. He was an active 


worker in politics, and in 1896 was vorce. 


selected by the Democratic National 
Committee as sergeant-at-arms of 
ithe convention which nominated 
Willlam J. Bryan for the presidecn- 
cy the first time. Upon him fell 
all the responsibility of the conven- 
tion arrangements. 
to the arrangements at previous con- 
ventions were those at Chicago that 
year that the National Committes 
re-eleced Martin to serve at every 
convention until in San Francisco in 
1926, when because of ill health due 
to his advanced age he did not feel 
able to undertake the work. 

In 1916 he was an applicant for a 
Federal job, but was not taken care 
of in the regular distribution of 
patronage. He went to Washington, 
personally saw Secretary of the 
| Theasury McAdoo, and returned to 
'St. Louis to a job in the Internal 
| Revenue Department. 
| He had served as sergeant-at-arms 
‘of the National Rivers and Har- 
| bors Cenference and of the Conserva- 
‘tion Congress. He represented Mis-

‘tion. He served as Assistant Prose-

lary.
